IT PAYS YOU TO 
PLANT GOOD SEED 


This ig the time of year when seed 
is perhaps the most important of all 
questions. It takes just as much hard 
work to plant poor seed as good seed, 
the same land is occupied and _har- 
vest costs are practically the same, 
but good seed will give a return great 
er by many bushels per acre. The 
attention now given to the selection 
and testing of seed will be the most 
profitable employment of time which 
will be made during the year. In this 
connection the Manitoba department 
of Agriculture has issued two circu- 
lars, one entitled ‘Good Seed Pays,’ 
and the othér ‘Prevention of Cereal 
Smuts,’ and also a pamphlet on 
‘Cleaning- Seed’ by Professor Harri- 
son. These publications should be 
procured and carefully studied. Six 
practical recommendations are made: 


Have seed grain tested for germina-|' 


tion; clean seed grain properly; do 
not sow mixed varietics: secur: vari: 
eties approved for your: district; sow 
five or‘ten acres of registered seed 
annually on clean land; treat seed 
grain annually for smut.
